JOURNALISM IN CHINA. 


— 


Need of Developing the Press. 


Journalism, as’ understood in 
the Western countries at modern 
times is still in ite period of 


infancy in China, though China|.

development and progress of any 
nation largely depends upon how 
well isthe press of that nation 
canducted. Chins is now enter- 
ing tha most oritical period 
in her. biatory, and thus the 
assistance and guidance of a 
woll-conducted press is muvat 
urgently needed. But tho press 
world of China, as it is to-day, 
cannot be expected to perform 


Isuch a responsible duty. The 


Chinesa press, which is so woak 
and powerless. now,. cannot 
anawet the call for servica, and 
there are only ex handful of real 
jourvalists, who possess upright 
character and sound jodgment, 
and who knows the professional 
technicalities of the important 
work. Unless a vigorous cam- 

paign for the introduction of 
modern journalistic education isl 
Jaunched, there will be s long; 
time yet when wo can see 8 well 

conducted press in China. 


The chief drawback of Chinese 
journalism is the fact-that most 
of the newspapers in’ China are 
only used as political organs 
either for persona! ands or. for’ 
party glorification, and most of 
the persons who ate engaging 
themselves in the journalistic 
profession are men who can only 
be classified either as petty 
politicians or greedy grafters. 
There is no use to hide the truth; 
especially when we see the 
matter from « professional poiot 
ofview. Throughout the country 
there are papers, whicb are rub 
one very small scale and which 
are maintained by party funds 
or else fands secuted through 
unproper channels and dis- 
honest methods. Both in the 
editorial . comments and ip 
the news colamns. items of 
biased, untrue, end malicious 
nature are published, for no 
other purpese except to poison 
the public and to further the 
selfish interests of a certain 
individual] or 2 certain organizs- 
‘tion. Most of these papers have 
a very small staf, and 
the editors, who are onty hired 
agents and thus have no voice 
and power in the policies of 
the papers, are supposed to take 
charge of the whole outfit of s| 
newspaper machinery, including 
even proof-reading and miske-up. 
Unless these editors. observe the 
absolute- obedience to whatever 
instructions or dictations the 
directors of the papers might 
make, they are deprived 
of the freedom and _privi- 
leges that should be accorded to 
them.. These Chinese editors 
who work sometimes more than 
ten hours a day, for a small pay, 
pot only ag editors bat also as 
newsgatherers, reporters, juter- 
viewers, and everything*alse at 
the same time, certainly deserve 
better treatment than what they 
are getting now. 

Io some cases, & grest deal of 
uncalled-for political news, some 
of them are simply fabrications, 
ate publisbed in the columns, thus 
making the readers foe! that they 
are getting no other informatio= 
except political information o 
China. In all cases, the majority 
of news items published in these 
papers sre taken from reports 
fornisbed by foreign naws 
agencies. It is ind-ed true that 
the services furnished« by these 
agencies are very 
and valuable, but if the papers 
can have sufficient fands 
to obtain the reports by their 
own reporters, most prefer 
ably Chinese reporters, then the 
news service would be much 
more w-lcomed by the readers, 
not only because such reports 
will be original and interesting, 
but also because vuch news will 
give the readers more of the 
Chirese viewpoints on Chinese 
questions, which are sometimes 
so complicated tbat evén foreign 
frienda of long residence in Chine 
will fail to see- through with- 
out the guidance of the Chin- 
ese. Surely ‘such reports by 
Chinese reporters will be grestly 
welcomed by the foreign reading 
public. : 

There is no question that China 
needs a grest deal uf journslistic 
education, ot ouly for the benefit 
of China herself, but also for'the 
benefit of. odr foreign friexids.

How- 
ever, for wrongs the wife has 
committed before her marriage 
her hushaod need pay damages 
‘only Eo the extent~-of-wkatever: 
property bo may have acquired 
from her. 

FRAUD MADE EASY. 

Again, if a wife's separate 
estate is “settled” and she is pro- 
tected by a clause preventing her 
from anticipating her income (the 
histone “restraint upon anticipa- 
tion") both her husbacd and hes 
creditors cannot have resort to 
herfuturaincome. <A fraudulent 
married women thus has her path 
made easy. 

And asto the fact recently te- 
stated at Greenwich that an Bg- 
grieved husband has no remedy 
in law if his wife has defamed 
him. is remarkable that the 
majority of mer. do not tremble 
in their shoes a: their position. It 
speaks volumes for the discretion 
and lawabidingness of the aver- 
age woman that their husbands 
sleep sound o' nights when one 
reflects how tenderly thelaw pro- 
tects a slanderous woman from 
the consequesces of her misdeeds. 

Neither spouse in a marriage 
cansue each other for personal 
torts,sach as slanderor malicious 
prosecution, not even if a divorce 
bas supervened and the wrong 
occorred during the time of their 
domestic partnership. _ 

This veto on litigation doubt- 
less pacifies the Grundian and 
Pecksnifian side of public 
opinion. Washing dirty linen ip 
public is never a pretty process. 
But doubtless. in certain cases 
these suppressions and denials of 
remedies for wrongs lead on to 
worse hatreds, and the hstreds 
help to pack the Divorce Courts.
